The Egyptian War. 

LONDON, July 22.—A dispatch from Alex- 
sndria to the Daily Telegram at 9-30 a. m. 
says Maj.-Gen. Alison is just moving out 
with two regiments of infantry and a mount- 
ed squadron in the direction of Arabi Pasha’s 
intrenchments.gThis movement will probably 
lead to an engagement. 

THE ENGLISH FORCES. 

LONDON,July 22.—The Times says the force 
for Egypt is to be 10,000, and, with the troops 
siready sent, 14,000. The Duke of Connaught, 
Gen. Alison and Gen. Wood will command 
the brigade? Gen. Wood is ordered tobe 
ready to embark in a few days. Tne Goverr- 
rient bas engaged ten vessels for the trans- 
port of troops. The transport Nyanza has 
been fitted as acondenser for Alexandria. 
fine can condense 32,000 gallons of water. 
The daily embarkation of the whole force 
will be completed within a fortnight. Cyprus 
will be the rendezvous of the force. 

LONDON, July 22.—In the Commons, Chil-

Finally, in pursance of his p to mako 
her married life unhappy andjun le, Mrs. 
Wysong alleges that on the 8lst of 
January, 1881, in “the evening at home 
her husband grossly insulted her in the pres- 
ence of her brother and children an 
nounced her asalewd woman. He aaid he 
would strike her with a chair, seizing it for 
that purpose, and he was Only prevented by 
timely interference. Mrs. Wysong allege 

that he kept up a continuous abuse of 
her throughout the night and ordered her to 
leave the house. By his language and threats 
be compelled her to do 80 and she went to her 
sister’s abode for safety and protection, since 
which separation she has not lived with her 
husband. Mrs. Wysong further alleges that 
tor more than one year prior to her 
leaving her husband he was addicted to hab- 
itual drunkenness. He was in the habit during 
that time of returning home night after night 
in a state of intoxication, and he imbibed to 
such an extent as to unfit him for work or the 
support of a family. What w he 
did earn Mrs. Wysong alleges that he 
squandered in saloons and going on sprees, 
thereby placing the burden of supportine the 
family on his wife. In this way he broke uown 
ner health and utterly shattered her domestic 
peace and happiness. There was born of the 
union five children, all of whom are ablo 
to take care of themselves, except the 
youngest, Charles Edward, a boy of five, and 
the mother prays for his custody. The hus- 
band hag filed an answer in Judge Boyle's 
court utterly denving every allegation of his 
wife’s except the marriage. The case will

So Alleges the American Wine Company—

Court Overrules the Catholica’ Claim ip 
Favor of Dr. Kutiedge. 


Judge Seymour D. Thompson this afternoon 
decided in chambers of the Court of Appeals 
the nabeas corpus case involving the custody 
and care of the littia boy Chas, 
5B.

CADY CLEARS BRAWNER,. 


Mutual Reserve Fund Life Association Not 
Amenable to the Law, 

Judge Cady in the Court of Criminal Correc- 
tion, to-day, rendered a decision in the insur- 
ance case against William A. Brawner. He 
holds that the Mutual Reserve Fund Life Asso- 
ciation is notamenabie tothe general insur™ 
ance iaws. The following is the court’s opin- 
ion: 

‘*This case in all its essential features is simi- 
lar to the case of the State vs. Doan, recentiy 
decided by this court. I amstill of the opinion 
that all asseciations, formed under the laws 
of this or any other state, providing for thein- 
corporation of benevoleait. charitable and 
other kindred corporations, are ruliy author 
ized by the law of 188] toinsure the lives of 
their own members upon the assessment plan 
without becoming thereby amenable to the 

rovisions of the insurance law. The company 

or which this defendant is acting is clearly 
within the ciass which the Legislature by the 
act of 1881 declares shal! not be subject to the 
insurance laws. The defendant, therefore, in 
managing the business which his principal 
has authority to conduct, does not require any 
license from the Superintendent of Insurance, 
and must therefore be discnargea.’’

THE CITY’s HEALTH, 


Eftect of the Summer Weather on the Mor- 
tality Liste. 


Physicians are disposed to regard the pres- 
ent cool weather with apprehension of the 
after reaults. In conversation with a Post- 
DISPATCH reporter this morning, Dr. W. B. 
Conery, of the Board of Health expressed 
himselfin effect as follows; 

‘‘While it is truethat there has been a 
marked falling off in the number of deaths 
since July 1, 1882, as compared with the three 
first weeks of July of last year, it 


ought not to be concluded that the restof the 
summer is going to pass off with the same 
agreeable showing. During the three first 
weeks of July, 1881. there wee 817 deatns from 
alicausesin the city; the number for tne 
three first weeks this year is only 675, a differ- 
ence or 191. Now the total number of deaths 
trom all causes fer the period commencing 
January 1, and endiag July 20, 1881, was 4,996; 
the total trom January 1, 
22, 1882. that is to-day is only 
1,688, a difference of 388. You observe that 
nearly exactly one-nalt of this difference is 
made up during the three weeks of Ju‘y that 
close to night. The present summer has ua. 
doubtely been a remarkable healthy one, more 
heaity in fact than apy summer in this region 
of which I have any recollection. But the sum- 
mer is not over yet by any means. We are 
liable to have sOme Very hot weather in August 
und September and our people ought om to 
be too sanguine that the remainder of the hos 
season wiil be as delightful as the past three 
week have been.’’ 

‘*‘Wohat particular classes of aisease are like- 
ly to become common in case the weather io 
August shouid become hotter?’’ 

‘*Well, I should say those classes which are 
commouly included under the term maiaria. 
Maiaria, as used by Physicians, 
is 4 word which covers a mul- 
titude of sins, Its common meaning is 
the one which | now giveit. The reason why 
Il aw incliued to fearthat malarial affectioas 
will be likely toensue from any sudden change 
in the weather is this; The prevailing coolaess 
and dampness of tne atmvusepuere $o far 
caused vegetation of all sorts to become rang, 
and bas keptitfresnand green.

AN ELECTRIC SCARE. 


New Yorkers in Hundreds Protesting 
Against the Electric Light Buliding. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch, 

New YORK, July 22.—A remonstrance in 
which over six hundred families are interest- 
ed has been sent tothe Board of Health. The 
families occupy rooms ia crowded tenement 
housesin the block bounded by Chrystie, 
Houston, Forsyth and Stanton streets, and 
they have become alarmed at the building ar- 
rangements of the Brush Electric Light Com- 
pany at Nos. 34 and 86 Stanton street. It is 
stated inthe remonstrance tnat the company 
is engaged in piacing four large boilers in the 
Stanton street buildings, to be used for gen- 
erating electricity. These boilers, 1t is ex- 
pected, will be kept heated day and night, 
and the electric machines will kept run- 
ning all night long, The inmates of the 
neighboring houses fear that the boilers will 
exviode or will cause a conflagration in the 
nighttime. They think also that, even if the 
boilers do not explode, they will cause great 
heat, smoke aud noise. The rooms in the 
tenement houses are crowded, and the air in 
them during the summer months is hot and 
oppressive. It is claimed that all the houses 
in the block will be unhealthy in the warm

THE EGYPTIAN MUDDLE. 


The Relation of England and France to 
the Present Crisis. 
‘From the Boston Advertiser. 

Were men wise, advantage would be taken 
of the present “crisis” in the affairs of pt 
to piace that country ina condition that 
might lead to its settlement on something 
approaching toa permanent basis, as per- 
manency is understood and accepted ino this 
world. Whatever may have been the power 
of Egypt in very old times, itis beyond all 
diepute that that country has not been great 
as a nation since the date of the Persian con- 
quest. That conquest was made more than 
twenty-four centuries since,and the ease 
with which it was made, and the shortness of 
the time in making it, show that Egypt had 
declined from  greatness—if ever she 
really had Known it — at a 
period anterior to the real beginning of pro- 
fane history. In less than two centuries more 
she fell into the bands of the Macedonian 
Alexander, and continued to be a province. 
Even the establishment of the dynasty of the 
Ptolemies did not make a nation of Egypt, 
for that was a Greco-Macedonian dynasty, 
and so it remained to the last. Cleopatra, the 
last of its members, wae nO more an Egyptian 
than is an American iady whose ancestors 
came over in the Mavflower or the Ar- 
bella apn Indian. The Ptolemies and 
their immediate supporters held a posi- 
tion in Egypt not much unlike to that 
of ;jthe Eagiish in India, only that Victoria, 
Empress of India, does not reside in Hin- 
dostan. Egypt becsme a Roman province 
because of a war between two great Roman 
parties and her fate would have been the 
same had the decision at Actium been for Aa- 
tonius instead of Octavius. When Mahom- 
medanism appeared Egypt soon became one 
of Its conquests, and so it bas remained for 
more than 1,200 years, during ali of which 
time ithas been governed by foreigners of 
various kinds,some of whom were men of a 
high order—as Saladin, jong since, and 
Mebemet Aji, in this century. In 
the seventh Crusade Louls IX. (St. 
Louis) sesociated French history 
with Egyptian, but the Chris- 
tisns had much the worse of the business. 
This was in the thirteenth century. Almost 
three centuries later,in the first quarter of 
the sixteenth century, Egypt was conquered 
by Selim I., Sultan of ‘I'urkey, and a Turgish 
province, really or nominally, she has ever 
since remained, for ten generations. The 


that he should acquire Egypt, in or near the 
vear 1672, and pointed out that such an ac- 
quisition would be attended with most 
extraordinary resuits, and it is certain 
that had the project been accepted, and 
undertaken, and carried out, the conse- 
quences must have been very important. But 
the Grand Monarque not only was partial to 
enterprises nearer home, and which promised 
quick returns, but his line of policy led him 
to pursue the old French course, that of con- 
ciliating the Turks, whose assistance against 
the House of Austria he sought and obtained. 
The expedition sent from Francs to Egypt, 
under Bonaparte (1798), was derived from 
Leibnitz’s project, a century and a quarter 
after it had been suggested,and when the 
position of Christian races in _ India 
had increased the value of Ezypt. 
It is from 1798 that the con- 
nection between England, France and 
Egypt must be dated; and it began with the 
battie et the Nile, the issue of which seems 
to have indicated which of the two great 
nations of Western Europe was to have 
supremacy in the East, alike in India and in 
the Levant. Down to that time England does 
notappear to have given any thought to 
Egypt, and that country could not have com- 
manded her attention for many years more, 
had the French expedition never sailed, as 


came very near being the case. It 
was because she had to prevent Egypt 
from becoming ny Frenc possess- 
sion, wedged as it were between Europe and 


India, that Engiand exerted herself to regain 
that country for Turkey. One.land force was 
sent from Europe, and anotherfrom India, 
and the French were vanquished. But for 
what then was done by Christians, Egypt 
must have passed from the Turks, and Eu- 
ropean rule there have been set up, and 
CAristiantty might utterly have driven Islam 
from the Valiey ofthe Nile. Mehemet Ali, in 
ail probability, never would have been heard 
of, had not England cleared the way for 
the restoration of Turkish rule in that 
land over which his family was destined to 
havesomething very like sovereign sway. 
When Mehemet Ali was at the height of 
greatness, it was generally supposed tbat his 
intention was to make himself master of the 
Turkish Empire and subvert the reigning 
family. He had been left to act according to 
his own ideas, and, bad there been no Chris- 
tian intervention, be might have reigned from 


Constantinople, becoming both Padishahb 
and Caliph. But the Christian 
Powers had no desire that Turkey 
shouid revive, and they 80 pro- 


ceeded that a close was put to the career of 
the master of Ezypt. In 1831-33 Mehemet 
Ali became master of Syria, and Constanti- 
nople was Kept from falling into his hands 
through the arrival of a Russian army, that 
acted in accordance with the general views of 
the Pentarchy. In 1839-41 there was another 
move ior empire made by Mehemet Ali,which 
promised (or threatened) to succeed. Then 
came a ‘‘crisis.” All the Powers but 
France were on the side of Turkey, which 
really needed all the support § it 
cot. Beyrout was bombarded by the British, 
Sidon was taken, and Acre was forced by the 
British, aided by some men from one or two 
other Powers. There came very near being a 
war between the Four Powers and France. 
It was asserted that Mehemet Ali would not 
have moved, bad be not had good reason—asz 
he suposed it to be—to expect French 
assistance, ou the largest scale. Two things 
resuited from what was doue, 
and from what was left undone, in 
1809-41. ‘The Eaglish Whigs were much 
injured by the course of their principal 
leaders in quarreliing with France, and ibis 
helped break them down, and to «eli ibeir 
defeat at the general election of 1841. ‘The 
surrender of Louis Puilippeto the English 
Government gave great offense in b'rance, and 
bad considerable to do with the fall of the 
Orleans dyoasty, early in 1848 The Allied 
Powers dealt summarily with Mehemet Ali, 
who had to give up Syria, and to coniine 
himself to Egypt, which was to be ruled by 
his family. Hed he suceeedea, he would 
have transferred the seat of his rule to the 
Bosporus, acd the Nile country would have 
is now 80 acting az to show that she 
cannot = easily go witb Kogilanu, 
apd that she is still under the 
dominion of ideas that ought to have been 
exploded aiter the events of 1870-’7]. Evi- 
dently she continues to hold the notion tbat 
she is yet to have a great part in tbe Levant. 
whereas she is beneath Italy in that quarter, 
besides being below Italy as a naval power, 
speaking generally. Her sole cnance of being 
influential in the Eset must come from her 
close alliance With HKagiand, which country 
bas so deep an interest in the state of Egypt 
that she must proceed with equal cautica 
and courage in preventing that country from 
coming under the dominion of any other nu- 
tion, or underthe control of any alliance of 
which England herseif shail not be the prin- 
cipal member.

This is the very frenzy of fanaticism. The 
law can tax and regulate the liquor traffic, or 
punish the drunkard and restrain him of his 
liberty in an inebriate asylum; but wheh, on 
his account, it forbids the manufacture or 
sale of liquor, and attempts to prevent the ex- 
ercise of a personal liberty which great multi- 
tudes are accustomed to and prize highly, 
it can only bring the law-making power into 
contempt, excite resistance and render 
evasions and violations of law both popular 
and respectable. 

Such has been the result of all similar ex- 
periments in this country, and such should be 
the fate of every encroachment upon personal 
liberty, every invasion of the rightful domain 
of individual judgment and responsibulity. 
Our institutions rest on a just reverenceéand 
respect for the rule of the majority. Let the 
latter not forfeit that respect by exceeding 
old-world monarchies in the infringement of | 
private rights to effect impracticable moral 
reforms. American men will not submit to 
the exercise of any such grandmotherly or 
paternal authority overthem. They do not 
and will not concede the right of government 
to coerce their conduct in matters that but 
remotely or consequentially concern other 
people. The assumption of such power can 
beget only disorder and lawlessness in this 
country, and the time has come to oppose-it 
squarely in platforms and to fight it with

The square stone building situated in the 
extreme southwestern corner of the Capitel 
Park, at Jefferson City, is the State Armory. 
Five or six mounted cannons occupy promi- 
nent positions directly in front of the build- 
ing, and are used to fire the salutes directed 
by the Commander-in-Chief. On entering 
the house the visitor ushers himself intos 
wide hallway, about ten feet iniength. To 
the left of the hallway is the private office of 
the Adjutant-General, in which nearly 
all the military records and docu- 
ments not deposited in the Auditor’s 
office are kept. On the right is the oilice of 
the Chief Clerk, where all the clerical duties 
pertaining to the government of the militia 
are performed. The hallway leads directly 
into the Armory proper, where thousands of 
guns, looking resplendent under the constant 
care of the janitor, are housed. These guns 
are of the iatest improved pattern obtainable 
from the Government arsenals. A winding 
stairway lcads to the basement, in which are 
stored the rounds of cartridges, the shot and 
shell, and every other warlike accompani- 
ment of the gunnery. The second floor of the 
building baz a more peaceful appearance, and 
may be said to wear an “after the war” sort 
of expression,for therein are displayed all the 
banners, the relics, and other appurten- 
ances of the late uncivil strife, so 
far as pertained to the Missouri 


State militia. Tattered flaga are visible in 
great profusion, representing many a hard 
fought battle and repeating a history which 
most men are happily learning to forget. 
There are alzo four stands of picture frames, 
containing photographe of a majority of the 
officers connected with the volunteer forces 
of the State during the war. The muni- 
tions and accoutrements deposited in the 
State Armory are parceled outtothe Na- 
tional Guards whenever required, under the 
laws governing the miltary department. 
Whenever add@ional stores are needed by 
the Armory itself, the Adjutant-General 
makes a requisition upon the Adjutant- 
General of the United States Army, 
which is first approved by the 
Governor as Commander-in-chief. The 
Adjutant-General at Washington re 
sponds by directing the Adjutant-General 
of Missouri to draw upon the nearest arsenal 
for the requisite munitions, at the same time 
notifring the State officials of the balance due 
Missouri from the Government. Nearly ail 
the guns, cartridges, powder, swords and pis- 
tols in possession of this State are obtained 
from Rock Isiand. Whenever, on an eXxtra- 
ordinary occasion, such as floods or tornadoes, 
supplies are needed in the shave of tents and 
tent-poles, the Secretary of War. after being 
fully advised by the Governor, directs the 
Adjutapt-General of the United States to 
order the depot quartermaster of the near- 
est military depot to forward the stores re- 
quired. At present the nearest depot is in 
lndiana, from which the tents were received 
for the sufferers from the Marshfield tornado. 
“The Constitution and the militia law of 
Missouri declare that all able-bodied male 
inhabitants of this State between the ages of 
18 and 45 years,who are citizens of the United 
States. or have deciared their intention to 
become such, shall be liable to military duty 
in the militia of this State, provided that any 
person whois religiously scrupulous of bear- 
ing arms shall not be compelied to do so, but 
shail pay into the county schooi fund of the 
ounty wherein he resides, as an equivalent 
for each term of one month of such military 
service, the sum of $6. The law also says the 
Governor shall have a military steff, con- 


sisting of an Adjutant-General, a 
Quartermaster, Paymaster, Commissary, 
surgeon and Judge Advocate-Geseral, 


and a Chief of Ordnaace, each with the rank 
of Brigadier-General alzoan Inspector-Gen- 
eral, with the rank of Colonel of cavalry, 
four aids de camp, each with the rank of 
Lieutenant-Colonei of cavalry. As at present 
arranged, however, the Adjutant-General ia 
made ex-officio Paymaster and (Quariermaster 
Grenerai, and sometimes Chief of Ordnance. 
Aside from the position of Adjutant-General, 
to. which is attached a saiary of $2,000 per 
annum, the Governor’s staffis a delightful 
myth, whiie the Jefferson City and of the 
military forces of Missouri is about ag listless 
and indifferent as anything living could weil 


become. The brigade commanders, the 
Coionels, the Imspector-Gereral and their 
seversl staff officers throughout the 
State, together with the volunteer

as the mustering of Police Reserves into the 
State service, the Adjutant-General has 
always appeared;in citizeas’ dresz,in violation 
of every army regu'atiou and to the discredit 
of the entire force. This statement not only 
applies tothe present official, but to ail his 
predecessors since 1868. The fact is more 
noticeable now on account of the increased 
public interest in military affairs. The Adj.- 
General’s office isa splendid place in which 
to vegeiate, and the caances are ten to one 


that a persistent occupant of the 
office Will become mustier than his 
abcient records. His actual duties are to 


issue and transmit all orders of the Comman- 
der-in-Chief with reference to the militia or 
military organizations of the State, and fur- 
nish commissions without charge to all com- 
missioued officers and to keep a record 
thereof ond of ail general and special orders 
and regulations, and to furnish bianks, mus- 
ter-roils, certificates of election, oaths of 
office, and such other supplies as may be 
authorized by iaw, to the State Militia. There 
GFlies would probably occupy a portion of 
one man’s time for about six months during 
the four years.

EXPRESSIVE LANGUAGE. 


the Value of Dialect. 
Frem the London Globe. 


a language gains in polish it loses in force. 
Rude dialects often possess a vigor of ex- 
tongues. Some languages, like Russian and 
love and hate; in caressing terms of affection, 
or in emphatic expressions of dislike and ill- 
will. Eastern tongues are rich in variety and 
hyperbole, especially in curses: the evils an 
angry Orientai wil invoke on the head of an 


enemy exceed the most fertile 
invention of a Billinsgate tish- 
seller or irate coster. There is an in- 


genuity and comprehensiveness about them 
which a dull Western orain does not suggest. 
Quaint provinctalisms yet linger in rural! dis- 
trieis, and in many instances the new modes 
of expression which have taken their place, if 
more elegant, are far lesa forcibie. Pisraeli 
has made a list of some now obsolete words, 
and contrasis the expressiveness of the an- 
cient “‘scattering’? as compared to the mod- 
ern “vagabond,” the old “deathsman” against 
the modern “texecutioner.’? What a volume 
of history is contained in the old term for 
heretics, “‘soul-murderers.” As a modern 
writer has remarked, the expression denotes 
tO exactly the spirit in which good and 
worthy men looked upon their theological op- 
ponents, and in one word gives the key to the 
persecuting spirit of the age. 

Many picturesque words have now passed 
out of date. A modern poet wouid not write 
of the “pittering’’ of the vrasshopper, as did 
Herrick; and yet what word would better 
express the insect’s peculiar cry? We no 
longer speak of envy “dusking’” the lustre of 
a man’s fame. Often, however, in remote 
country places we fiud expressions familiar 
to us through works of centuries ago stili in 
common use. Pure Chaucerisms flourish 
still on rural lips. ‘‘Naughty’’ is vet used in 
some districis in its ancient sense of worth- 
less, rather than wicked, “naughty trees,” 
etc. Many counties pave certain peculiar ex- 
pressions. Sussex peasanis talk of being 
‘leer,’ ab ubtransiatable term im- 
piying not aclual huneer, but 
the sensation that necompanies an 
undue postponement of dinner. Poor peo- 
ple in Devoa will speak ofa ‘“‘tweasey bit of 
meat” or a ‘‘tweaesy dog’’ to denote the 
Sinaliness or insignificance of the article 
named. The ‘’Nortbera farmer,” both “old 
and new etyles,’”’ presents many examples of 
quaint local expressions. Any person fami- 
Har With rurai districts migbt collect some 
odd parases from the lips of the country folk. 
“You ascholard,’” we once heard a Sussex 
ladl Say to school-feliow, ‘*‘Why, you’re ig- 
norant as dirt and igeneraaoter,’’ Why should 
dirt be taken as a type of lack of knowledge? 
Sell quainter was the benediction of an old 
Irishwoman, who, receiving a larger aims 
mehe had exnected, wished that “‘ivery

Transiate into orthodex English 
works like Barnes’ ‘‘Poems in the Dorsei Dia- 
lect:?? alter alithe Scotch in the Waverly 
novels:change Mrs. Povyser’s racy provincial- 
isms into every-day languageand haif the 
eharm of the books would be yvone. Dean 
Kamsey comments on the musical expres- 
siveness of the words employed by a Scotch 
minister who prayed for a wind: **Na a 
rantia’, tantin’, tearin’, wind, buta laugh- 
in’, soughin’, blowin’ wind.” The words 
carry a description in their very sound. The 
fame of a poet often rests as much on the 
music of his verses as On the ideas conveyed 
in them. “it was a grand discourse, it 
rolied along like the waves of the sea,” was

hension. very one knows how

The Growing Necessity of a Slang Dic- 
tionary. i 
From the San francisco Chronicle. 
“The jargon of the criminal,” said a police 


officer y in converestion with a Chron- 
icle ré upon the growing prevalence of 
slang, “is quite curious in its way, and often 
amusing. Amateur philologists have now 


and again employed their leisure time on a 
dictionary, translating into common parlance 
the words misapplied by the violators of the 
law, but these words are constantl 

added to and changed. Practice is the only 
thing to give the thorough knowledge of 
criminal slang which will soon become neces- 
sary fora good policeman. I confess that, 
theugh I have been on the force for many 
years, I often find myself puzzled to under- 
stand someof the phrases used by crimi- 
nals with whom my business brings me 
in contact. If you will remember, some years 
agothe Chronicle published an article ex- 
Piaining a false alphabet used by criminals 
by which persons who understood it eould 
converse right in the presence of a policeman 
without his knowing any more what was said 
than though the talk had been carried on in 
Greek. For each letter this alphabet possess- 
ed asyilable,and when combined in words 
the resuit was a most frightful jargon. Since 
that time most of the detectives have master- 
ed that tongue, and recentiy the ever fertile 
imagination of the hoodlum has constructed 
ancther language, made in some way by pro- 
nounciug words backward and in cutting the 
syliables off and placing them iu different at- 
titudes. The system of this language has 
baffled every one who has yet attempted to 
soive it, and to learn it, even with a key, must 
tax the brains of the average hoodlum. 

**My own opinion of the jargon is that if the 
verses! | thief would devote half the time to 
peaceful pursnits that he must expend in 
memorizing the awful conglomeration he 
could make an honest living without difficul- 
ty. Indeed, & man must be pretty well 
posted to understand the every dav talk of 
these crooks, as they call themselves. Here 
in the prison | listen to conversations carried 
on in common words apparently, but of 
which 1 could not appreciate the full meaning 
wWithoutaslang dictionary. That is whv I 
think some weli-posted police oflicer ought 
to compile a book of delinitions, on which 
every man should be examined previous to 
his admission tothe force. For itustance, a 
cell is a ‘drum,’ keys are ‘screws,’ lights of 
any kird from a gas jet to 
an electric light are glims,” and a 
bed is a ‘doss.? When a man is arrested 
be is simply ‘pulled.’ A prisoner is a ‘con,’ 
which appears to be an abbreviation of the 
word convict. A saloon isa ‘boozing ken,’ 
and a well-dressed man is a ‘swell cove.’ A 
corpse isa ‘stiff,’ and following analogy a 
coffin is a ‘atiff-box.’ Strangeiv enougb the 
word ‘stiff’ is also used in speaking of a let- 
ter, a message, or anote. For instance, if a 
criminal succeeds in smugziing a note out ef 
jail he is ssid to be ‘sneaking astifl.’ The 
victim of a confidence operation is spoken of 
asa ‘bloke,’ and, therefore, a ‘fly bloke,’ is 
one who, having been ‘played’ for a fool, 
suddenly turns out to bé rather smart. A 
criminal’s mistress or sweetheart is calied his 
‘moll’ or his ‘cat. The word ‘cat’ is often 
used as an adjective, as a ‘cat restaurant,’ or 
a ‘cat house,’ the latter meaning a house of 
ill-fame andthe former a restuurant where 
loose women eat. 

‘Ip the wider application of the term,’’ the 
policeman went on, ‘‘thne word ‘cat’ isapplied 
generally to women, though it is restricted 
among the more «esthetic criminals to loose 
women. A biow of the fist or club is a ‘slug,’ 
a loaf of bread is a ‘dummy,’ and the end of 
anunfinished cigar isa ‘snipe.’ Smail boys 
who gather stumps inthe streets are cailed 
‘snipe-bunters,’ a term applied aiso to an 
objectionable person to indicate that he is 
very low or degraded. ‘The act of stealing is 
called ‘swiping,’ and, as a handkerchief is 
called a ‘wipe,’ stealing a handkerchief is 
called ‘swiping a wipe.? A newspaper is 
called a ‘give-away,’ and a. reporier is a 
‘scratcher for a give-aWay.’ A police officer, 
as everybody knows, is a ‘cop,’ or ‘peeler,’ 
and, as is equaily well known, captured 
piunder is calied ‘awag.’ A safe-breaker is 
now called a‘gepher-cracker,’ and if a crimi- 
nai desired to express the idea that a safe- 
robber had been sent to San Quen- 
tin, he would say, ‘A gopher-cracker has 
gone over to the bean ranch.’ Handcuffs 
are, of course, ‘bracelets,’ a thief is 4 
‘crook,’ the jail is the ‘jug,’ and coffee is 
called ‘bootleg,’ though for what earthly 
reason 1 cannot understand. A pickpocket 
is a ‘dip’ and a purse a ‘poke.’ Therefore, if 
a man steals a purse from a pocket he is 
said to ‘dip a poke.’ Shadowing a man is 
‘piping’ him, and hence, if you desired to cail 
attention to a neatly-dressed man on the 
street you would say, ‘Pipe the guy.’ A pis- 
tol is called a ‘pop,’ which is peculiariy ap- 
propriate, a knife is a ‘shov,’ an abbreviation 
of the word shove, and serving out a sentence 
in jail is ‘doing time.’ If Jimmy the Joker 
had been sent to San Quentin he would be 
‘doing time at the peach rancn.’ A doctor 
has always been called ‘sawbones,’ and a 
hospital for the wounded a “‘slaughter- 
house.’ 

“TI friend is calied a ‘pal’ or a ‘cove’ and a 
‘rum cove’? would be a smart and true friend. 
Clothing is called ‘iogs,’ and an overcoat is an 
‘overtogs.’ Shoes or boots ure ‘stamps,’ & soft 
hat is a‘candie,’ and astiff one a ‘diver.’

THE COLORED COOK. 


A Fine Description of the Empress of 

the Hitchen. 
From Texas Siftings. 
There is quite a variety of colored cooks in- 
festing the kitchens of the southern end of 
the United States of North America at the 
present day. They vary incolor, from the 
sombre shades ofa burned stump in a dark 
alley, at midnight, to the meilow tints of a 
ripe pumpkin, tinged with the rags of the 
rising sun. They vary in other respects. The 
young one is more impudent and less respect- 
ful than the old one. When she comes in 
search of a ‘‘place,” she is apt to say that 
“culiud wash-lady” toid ber that the “white 
woman what lived here wanted to hire «a 
cook;” but they ail resemble each other in 
one particular—their ignorance of cookery is 
20 degrees above proof, and their unconscious- 
ness of their ignorance may safely be said to 
Ay ig at least 145 degrees Fahrenheit in the 
shuce. 

We have not space to describe all the va- 
rieties of the colorsd cook, but will tell what 
we know of the commonest type, the enlinary 
artist who is fat, biack and 40 years of age 
or thereabouts. She is proud of having 
‘‘blonged to de ole judge ’fo’ de wah,” and 
she is fond of comparing the present with the 
past. Her comparisons are not complimen- 
tary to che present, for her surroundings are, 
to her, as the gloomy ruing of social and ma- 
teriai things standing out against a brilliant 
and golden-tinted background “ob de gor- 
geousness ob de good ole days.” 

With the loysity of her race, she is faithful 
to her old master and mistress to the extent 
of calling on thei for the loan of half a dolar 
whenever she is financially embarrassed. 

She seidom stays at any one place more 
than three. months atatime. When hired, 
she promises to come on Thursday, the day 
the old cook inteads leaving, bui she dows not 
come until the following Monday eveniag, 
waoen she arrives, accompanied by a smail 
trunk with wall paper pasted over the outside 
of it, and a jarge bundle of “her things’’ tied 
up in a patch-work bed-spread. During ihe 
first few days she acts so that her mistress 
absorbs the idea that the new cook fs a treas- 
ure. But her satisfaction in and admiration 
of her treasure receives successive and 
vere shocks as the idiosyncrasies of the cook’s 
character begin to develop. 

She can cook 4 chicken, but all the colored 
people can do that. Itis a talent tbat is 
hereditary. Beyond that her capacity is 
limited. She baeathes on the plates, and 
polishes themon her sleeve before putting 
them on the tabie. She develops religious 
prociivities which necessitate her attend- 
ance at church three times on Sunday, at 
prayer-meeting on Wednesday, and choir 
practice on Saturday night. She is also a 
member of the ‘‘Benevoient Order of the 
Sisters of the Mysterious Fen Wise Vir- 
gins,’’ the weekiy meetings of 
whico require her attention on Tuesday 
nights. Tous her mistress has only three 
evenings in the week on which she feels at 
liberty to entertain her friends at her own 
house, 

The favorite dissipation of the colored 
cook, besides religious observances, consists 
of sitting down on the kiichen doorstep to 
rest, and going to sleep there while the bis- 
cuits burn toa cinder, and the coffee boiis 
over and mixes with the cabbage and other 
fruits in the adjacent skillet. 

She has days on which she suffers with “‘a 
misery’’ in her head, probably from too much 
religious observance on the previous eveulng, 
and on these days she takes a gioomy view of 
life, breaks dishes, forgets to put Royal bak- 
ing powder in the batter-cakes,and manu- 
factures coffee of the kind that jeaves succes- 
sive circies of an alluviai deposit on the in- 
side ofthe cup. It is not well to remonstrate 
with her on these occasions. If you do she

will talk to herself confidentialiy in 
a low tone of voice duing the next 
few days about being overworked. 


In the cotton picking season nothi ng short of 
lessons on the piano, the use of the parlor to 
receive her company in, and seven nights out 
of the week, will induce the average coiored 
cook to remain at her post of duty and con- 
tinue the destruction of expensive groceries. 
Cotton picking, with banjo accompaniments, 
aud the dance at nightin the barn, bave ai- 
tractions no pecuniary offer will outweigh, 
and the cotton-fieid is tothe cook what the 
fashionable watering piace te to her young 
mistress. 

When she comes to hire she telis her em- 
ployer that she is not married. After awhile, 
when the latier notices the frequent appear- 
ance of ‘‘aculiud g’emman” about the kitch- 
en and the cock’s boudoir, and brings her to 
task for having conceaied the fsct that she 
was married, she replies: “Fo’ de Lawd ’m, 
we isn’i married; we jes took up wid one 
anodder.” 

Honesty is her strong point; she can be 
trusted with a doilar to take to market ia the 
morning, and she willinvest fifty cents of it 
in provisions and cheerfully turn over fifteen 
cents of changeiober employer on her re- 
turn.

An Interesting Chapter on These 
Modern Torments. — 


Chicago the Bonanza City of the 
World for Chiropodists.

St. Lonis Feet—Babies of Two Years 
With Corns—How Ladies Have 
Their Feet Beautified— 

‘sIsn’t It Pretty.” 


He was an itinerant corn doctor—not one of 
these corn doctors who call themselves chiro- 
podists, who write M. D. after their names, 
and who have elegantly fitted up establisn- 
ments with waiting-rooms, toilet-rooms and 
operating-rooms, but a regular traveling old- 
time corn doctor—one who goes about with 
his grip-sack in his hand, visiting residences 
in the morning soliciting jobs onfachingifemale 
footsy-tootsies, and by night haunting hotel 
corridors with a view to doing a like service 
tothe bunion-bespangled terminations of 
nobby young men. This walking knight of 
Burgundy piaster was recentiy metin a bh otel 
rotunda and questioned with that peculiar 
unctuousness so desired to be possessed by 
all regorters, but-so seldom attained outside 
of the Post-Dispatcn staff of gentlemen 
journalists and scientists. The conversation 
opened up with, **How’s business, doctor?” 

“It’s dull, duil, sir; duller’n ITever knew 
it,” replied the corn-scraper. 

‘‘T should think that with the present 
warm weather and the general prevalence of 
pointed-toed shoes. times would be flush 
with you, Professor?” 

‘Well, they are not. 


I have beenin St. 
Louis two weeks and with the hardest kind 
of work I] haven’tearned my board. I am 
going back to Chicago Monday, and I'll steer 
clear of this place hereafter, you bet.” 

“Why, what’s the difference between one 
city and anether?” 

“Oh, there’s al] the alfference in the world. 
Boston’s a good place for corn doctors, and 
so is Buffalo, but 

CHICAGO IS THE BEST 
in the whole country.’ ° 

And then this honest and truthful chiropo- 
dist went on to explain tothe reporter how 
that in Chicago the people, both male and 
female, are uniformly possessed of the very 
largest-sized feet known to civilization. And 
how that a large foot would necessarily give 
more surface, room and sustenance for corns 


than “& small foot. But that 
is not the worst of it, he explained. 
The Chicago foot is not. only large, 


A crooked, twisted, 
knotted or splayed foot will, of course, be 
harder to fit with a boot or shoe than a cor- 
rectly fashioned one. Hence the unusual de- 


mand which exists in Chicagofor the service 
of corn doctors and bunion manipulators. In 
Chicago, he said, the women are universal 
patrons of the corn doctor, for they are 
bound to squeez3 their feet down to a size 
that will at least keep strangers from laugh- 
ing at them as they protrude from under 
short dresses. “‘Why I have seen women 
there,” he continued, *‘‘who actually pos- 
sessed adouble row of corns all the way 
around each foot, like buttons on the frout 
of dresses at present. I only charge 25 cents 
acorn, but my billfor work upon one well 
known society Woman was $0, or $20 for each 
foot. You can figure up how mapy corns 
that would make, Ji took the whole of one 
day to dothe work. Ofcourse I knocked off 
something from the bill, for when a feliow 
can getrows to work upon there is money 
in coras at 10 cents apiece. 
Chicago is the only place in the country 
where awholesale business can be done in 
corns. Someof the ladies who are gpe- 
cially afflicted will often make a contract 
With a chiropidist to keep her feet in condi- 
tion a vear, say, for $25. Then,whenever she 
sends for him he has to goto her house and 
gets paid by the quarter. Occasionaly a man

I 
thought everybody had at least one of those

ties, and rarely does a person possess more 
than two. The feet of the ladies are small 
and well sbaped, and hence their shoes 
do notrubup whole crops of execrescences. 
If acorn only burts moderately, people will 
grin and bear it. That’s the way the fellows 
do here. If | tackle a man, he will deny hay- 
ing # corn, alihougb he knows he has a pair 
which nip him on sultry days and when 
breaking in newshoes. Tue business is too 
slow here, and Il am going back to Chicago. 
The only trouble there is that the chiropo- 
dists are too numerous, as they are a bhun- 
dred to one to what there are in St. Louis. 
Good night.” 

Being greatly impressed by the simple and 
truthful statemenwof this itinerant corn-doc- 
tor, the reporter thought that the subject 
wouid bear investigation locally, and there- 
fore called upon one of the permanent Olive 
street chiropodists to learn something of the 
difficulties, the bumors, the woes and the 
pleasures of doctoring feet for a living, 

The doctor and his several assistants were 
found very willing but most vexationsly busy. 
Women and men kept pouritie in for relief, in 
the proportion of about two of the former toa 
one of the latter, 

In response to queries, the doctor said his 
most humerous customers were ladies: that 
they came from ail classes of society, but es- 
pecially from the higher. Patrons varied in 
axe from two years Lo the sixties and seven-

**How great a number of corns did you find 
upon a St. Louis lady’s foot?” 

“As highasten upon both feet. There 
may be ahard corn upon each toe, besides 
soft corns between them and bunions upon 
the joints.”

TOE NAILS TOUCHED UP?” 

‘‘Twenty-five cents. For an ingrowing 
nail fifty cents.” 

“Do people ever actually become freed 
from corns after once getting them?” 

“Yes: after some years of careful treat- 
ment corns often disappear entirely, and re- 
turn no more. That ia generally the case with 
old people.” 

‘*Are there not also some people who can- 
not possibly rid themselves of corns and 
bunions—it makes hu difference what shoes 
they wear?’ 

“Yes, I have seen such cases. ‘I'here is such 
a sensiliveness about the joints that they will 
bear nothing against them.” 

‘*Do you ever get orders to visit houses to 
operate upon the feet?”’ 

‘‘Yes, in the case of invalids, or such peo- 
ple as cannot go out of doors, but walk about 
the house.” 

‘‘Are there not some ladies so sensitive 
about coming to a public place like this, 
where hundreds may see them entering and 
thus surmise the reason, that they Want you 
to come to their houses?’’ 

“i have never known any such, and we 
have the finest ladies in the city coming here 
constantly.”? 

‘‘Tsn’t it a pretty delicate matter for a lady 
to come here forthe first time and bare her 
foot to an operator?’’ 

‘*T don’t see why it should be. They are 
coming, as you perceive, ail the time, 4 od 
they don’ seem to mind it. ‘They 
step into ‘one of the operating-rooms, 
and close the door. When they have re- 
moved the shoe and stocking and are ready 
they signify the fact, and the operator foes 
ins Only the toes and an inch or two of the 
foot need be displayed. There is absolutely 
nothing indelicate about it.” 

The work which is performed by the city 
chiropodist is called ‘removing a corn” and 
the price is always twenty-five cents for each 
corn. But, in point of fact, 

THE CORN IS NOT REMOVED. 
It is simp!y cut down by very sharp and es- 
pecialiy made instruments, and then a piece 
of felt, or buckskin, with a hole in it, is put 
over the corn, the eye of the corn fitting in 
the hole. The felt is then fixed firmly to the 
foot by strips of sticking-piaster. The relief 
from pain is generally complete, for the shoe 
presses upon the felt only. Ina short time, 
however, the felt will have to be removed for 


bathing purposes, and then the 
corn begins to hurt again and another 
Visit to the chiropodist is mecessary. 


A person can buy the felt plasters all pre- 
pared, for about 15 cents a dozen, but it is 
difficult for him to fasten them on himself. A 
still greater difficulty is foundjin paring down 
the corn with any instrument obtainable. A 
razor will not answer at all,and anything 
else is too dull to cutjust deep enough and 
not too deep. Bunion = plasters and corn 
removers of the patent kind can be bought in 
endless variety, and in some cases work satis- 
factorily, but generally they prove total fail- 
ures upon anything like a deep-set and 
vicious hard corn. For people with very 
tender feet there is absolutely no permanent 
relief outside of staying in bed werpeiuaily 
or going barefooted. The civilized world will 
probabiy wear corns until the final day of 
creation. :
